Harrison's Desire to Make His Ad- 


ministration Strong and Just. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 
23.—During the 


holiday recesa several of, the Republi- 
can Senators will call t^jon General 
Harrison, at his invitation, to discuss 
with him, not the personnel of bis Cab- 
inet, but the policy of the Kepublioan 
party for the next fonr yeara. It is 
very evident to "Washington politicians 
that Harrison—while he may act when 
in the White House, entirely on his own 
personal judgment in making appoint- 
ments—is desirous of consulting with 
the elders of his party before commit- 
ting himself to any line of political ao 
tion and before he undertakes the task 
ot writing his inaugural address. 


I learn from one of General Harrison's 


intimate friends that he is experiencing 
more difficulty in selecting a Southern 
man to represent that section in his 
Cabinet than anythiug else. He appre- 
ciates the necessity of making anch ap- 
pointments in the Sonth as will give the 
Southern people confidence in his desire 
to do absolute and impartial justice to 
that people. He wishes to give the 
Federal patronage 
in the 
Southern 


States to Republicans, bat 
desires, 


above all things, to be assured that his 
appointments shall be men of character 
and standing in Southern communities, 
whose names will guarantee a faithful 
enforcement of the laws, without re- 
gard to race prejudice or sojial inequal- 
ity. It is probable that the success or 
failure of General Harrison's southern 
policy will largely depend upon the 
spirit in which his appointments ore re- 
ceived. He will endeavor to do hie 
best, that he may make co mistakes, 
aod his purpose is, I am informed, to 
use the most excellent Republican ma- 
terial he can find to fill Federal positious 
in the South. Ha will expect in return, 
in that event, that the Southern Demo- 
crats shall meet him at least half-way, 
and give him credit for the sincerity ot 
his intentions in making his appoint- 
ments for that section. It they do not 
chance to do so, it will not swerve the 
President-elect from thu performance of 
what he regards to be his duty.

NEW YOBK, Deo, 19.—It costs some- 


thing to run for office in this town. The 
Democratic candidates for election in 
November can all testify to this fact.

Bureau of Agriculture.

THE SEAL INDUSTRY. 


An Interesting Report of Its Condi- 


tion in Alaska. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 22.—A very inter- 


esting report of George R. Tingle, a 
Special Agent of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, in relation, to the condition of 
the seal industry and inhabitants in 
Alaska, the Secretary of the Treasury 
transmitted to the Senate for its infor- 
mation yesterday. The Special Agent 
Iwells at length upon the seal industry, 
explaining lucidly all phases of that 
question. 
He speaks particularly of 


;he depredations committed upon these 
fur-boaring animals, aod says the mn- 
raaders who infest the sea, shooting 
and harassing the seals on their way to 
the island, was the main cause of their 
late landing at their rookeries last year. 
Hs says if the unlawful slaughtering of 
the 
&ealn in Bearing Sea is not in 


some way effectually stopped, they will 
adopt some other route and make their 
iiome in some other land, most likely 
on the Russian side. The natives, he 


ys, are slowly becoming more Ameri- 


canized, and are happy and contented. 
He says the revenue cotters last year 
seizing vessels unlawfully engaged in 
sealing has had a most salutary effect. 
While the vessels are kept out of Beh- 
ring Sea, they vigorously pursue the 
fur seals in the North Pacific, en route 
to their homes on the islands of St. 
Paul and St. George.
